Town Planning Menaced 


The maintenance in office of former 
City Engineer A. W. Haddow as ‘‘develop- 
ment engineer,” whatever that is, creates 
go much overlapping and duplication of 
effort and authority between himself and 
the town planning department that town 
planning in Edmonton is seriously ham- 
pered and dangerously menaced. 

Mr. Haddow reached retirement age, 
which is 65 years, last year and, according 
to the rule, should have retired at the end 
of 1949 as firemen and other civic em- 
ployes do. ; 

But Mr. Haddow was given a years 
extension and a new job was dreamed up 
for him about which nobody is very clear 
put which has to do, in some confused 
way, with aspects of town planning. 

‘Now it is easy to understand the civic 
administration's reluctance to part with a 
man of Mr. Haddow’s long experience, And 
The Edmonton Bulletin would be the first 
to express appreciation for his lengthy and 
excellent service to the city, 

But there comes a time in every man’s 
life when, new methods and new knowledge 
having replaced the old, his services have 
not the same value they used to have. 

Without the slightest implied dispar- 
agement to Mr. Haddow’s training and 
ebility, it is necessary to point out that 
the passage of time has impaired his use- 
fulness to Edmonton, 

His prolonged and bitter opposition to 
new methods of paving in Edmonton and 
the obsolescence of much engineering 
equipment in the city are two facts which 
corroborate this view. 

We believe that Mr. Haddow deserves 
well of this city. We believe he should be 
pensioned and generously pensioned. 

But since he has passed the retirement 
age, and since the rank and file have to 
Gheerve this retirement age, it is a great 
mistake to keep him on the active list be- 
cause his former prestige and authority 


renders his interference with other depart- 
ments and younger men almost inevitable. 

It is particularly unfortunate that the 
new job found for him should relate to 
town planning because town planning, of 
all things, is no task for the amateur. 

Town planning is a highly specialized 
work calling for long particularized train- 
ing. And no engineer, no matter how 
highly-skilled, is competent to meddle with 
it without that specialized training. 

Those who are familiar with inner 
circumstances in the civic block say that 
Mr. Haddow, because of his former author- 
ity, still dominates the engineering de- 
partment and endeavors to dominate the 
town planning department. 

This, if true, is san unwholesome in- 
fluence, not because of Mr. Haddow’s lack 
of capacity or engineering training, but 
because departments should stand on their 
own feet and, in the case of town planning, 
because town planning cannot survive the 
inept and amateur touch, 

Town planning is perhaps the most 
vital and important of Edmonton’s civic 
undertakings because the few thousands 
that are spent now on properly controlled 
growth and expansion will save millions 
on corrective operations later. 

The town planning department, headed 
by Noel Dant whose qualifications are ex- 
cellent and whose grasp of the local prob- 
lems is unsurpassed, has the full confidence 
of the Edmonton public. 

If Mr, Dant requires engineering as- 
sistance, as he undoubtedly will do, the 
city should engage a young capable engin- 
eer, with a knowledge of modern methods, 
to work under him as planning engineer. 

Mr. Haddow, splendid engineer as he 
has been, has no intimate and professional 
knowledge of town planning and has no 
right to function, in any degree, in that 
capacity. 


Dr. Newton Defines Education 


Dr. Robert Newton, in his presidential 
address to the University of Alberta's 
convocation, pointed out in a timely and 
forceful way one fact about education 
that, on this continent at least, is frequent- 
ly and unhappily forgotten. 

He said it should be recognized that 
education is a life-long process. 

The proper job, he said, was to lay a 
firm foundation for continuing education. 

This conception of education is in 
marked contrast to that of those institu- 
tions which specialize in turning out grad- 
uates fitted for no more than the immedi- 
ate business of earning a living. 

Thus, while Dr. Newton expressed 
pleasure in the fact that the first class of

It is unfortunate, of course, that 
Ottawa has been apparently slow in com- 
ing to this conclusion. 

But the first step towards that action 


has been taken. 

And if the commission on boundary 
waters lacks the necessary authority, it 
should be given that authority or an 
entirely new joint commission on flooding 
should be established.

American Finance 
Carrying the Ball 


The amount of money that Ca- 
nadians are investing in other na- 
tions is falling off, while the 
amount that other nations—and 
particularly the United States— 
is investing in Canada is increas- 
ing steadily. 

The recent Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics report sums it up 
with the statement: “Non-resi- 
dent investments in Canada rose 
more than $300 million in 1948 
over 1947, the increase being en- 
tirely in holdings in the United 
States, while Canadian direct in- 
vestments in business outside of 
Canada declined moderately and 
the volume of Canadian port- 
folio holdings of foreign securl- 
ties tose,” 

A recent financial report criti- 
cized Eastern Canadians for fail- 
ing to make greater investments 
in Alberta oil and gas develop- 
ments, and pointed out that 
American capital was monopol- 
izing much of the new produc- 
tion fields. 

It would be difficult to justify 
t policy of keeping foreign capi- 
tal out of Canada in order to 
preserve all the opportunities for 
Canadians, because the sfact re- 
mains that Canada, and Alberta 
in particular, benefits far more 
from having these resources de- 
veloped than would be possible 
if they were saved for Canadian 
investment. 


We Do Profit 
From Them 


We do make money from these 
developments even though Ca- 
nadians do not own many of 
the products. 

It is also true that at the mo- 
ment Canada does derive some 
benefit from this flow of Ameri- 
can money into Canada as a 
means of easing our exchange 
shortage. 

But after accepting those facts, 
it must still be pointed out that 
Canadians, by sitting back, are 
in one sense mortgaging their 
future. Once these developments 
begin paying returns to the in- 
vestors, there will then be a flow 
of money out of Canada into 
foreign pockets 

It will be remembered that 
Britain was able for years to 
finance her economy from the 
flow of profits from her foreign 
investments, In those days Can- 
ada contributed large sums to 
Britain by way of profits and in- 
terest payments. Today, the 
United States has usurped this 
field. Tomorrow, Canada will be-

gin paying a toll to these Ameri- 
can investors.

Our Initiative 

This is certainly not a matter 

for complaint against the Ameri- 
cans who are ready to risk thelr 
funds in developing Canada, but 
it is a sad commentary upon Ca- 
nadian initiative. 
“Tt would be foolish to suggest 
that Canada could, at the mo- 
ment, manage to dig up the hun- 
dreds of millions which” have 
already been invested in the de- 
velopment of our natura! re- 
sources. But Canadians could 
certainly do far more than they 
are doing. 

This whole picture points up 
the need for greater Canadian 
aggressiveness in the matter of 
pioneering our own Canadian 
production. We, in Canada, tend 
to sit back and let foreign capital 
do our work for us, forgetting 
that in doing that we are also 
giving that foreign capital the 
profits on our possessions. 

Surely there must be many 
millions of Eastern capital which 
could better be used in develop- 
ing Canadian resources. Cer- 
tainly in every part of this na- 
tion, there are funds which could 
be put to work if the owners of 
those funds had the confidence 
in the future of this nation that 
outsiders seem to have, 


We Can Be 
Too Cautious 


Canadians still need to develop 
the pioneering spirit which so 
many of us seem to have lost, We 
need to discard just a bit of that 
caution which makes so many 
Canadians fee] that there is noth- 
ing better than a safe job and a 
plan for Social Security. Those 
things have their place, 

A degree of caution fs always 
necessary, But it is still possible 
to blend with it a certain adven- 
turous aggressiveness and a cer- 
tain sense of confidence in our 
ability to make a success of our 
country and its resources. That 
is what makes all the difference. 

Yet, as matters stand, and with 
resources that are in many re- 
spects greater than those posses- 
se by the Americans, we are 
today in danger of letting them 
take the ball away from us and 
make the plays, while we sit 


back and do the chores. It is not

Seventy-five years ago this year, in a tiny building on 
Humboldt Street in Victoria, B.C., on the site of the Empress 
Hotel of today, a young Englishman, William J. Pendray 
started a soap manufacturing business. 


Thus he founded the well-known 
House of Pendray. which today 
sends its paint products to many 
parts of western Canada. The word 
Bapco today is a household name 
in many places. Little could 
Pendray foresee this tremendous 
growth that day three-quarters of 
a century ago when he so buoy 
antly opened his soap works 

His first venture was so success- 
ful that the next year it outgrew 
the oringinal plant and late in 1876 
Mr. Pendray had a larger factory 
built about 200 yards west on Hum- 
boldt Street. Every few years, with 
the business constantly growing, the 
plant was enlarged

“Im your half of this century, cul- 
tivate things of the spirit instead 
of power,” Dr. Robert Newton, 
president, urged the graduating 
class of 1950. 

“Do this and see if you don't have 
a happier life and a very much bet- 
ter half-century.
